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New Deal For Debtors 

Action under the Farmer 
Creditor Act is going steadily 
forward, and the work of the 
Board of Review is being wide¬ 
ly commended. An example of 
a very drastic adjustment was 
found in the agreement reached 
in the district receiver’s office 
of Calgary. Mortgages totall- 
iiig$30,000 were held a gains, a 
section of land in the Calgary 
district. Two parties holding 
the 30,000 agreements, went to 
the meeting of creditors and 
stated that the land in quesion 
had been sold at too high a Tif?- 
lire. They (Voluntarily cut off 
$ 21 , 000 . Lesser creditors in¬ 
terested to the amount of $3,000 
made generous reductions also, 
with the result that the debtor 
has an entirelv new basis of ar¬ 
rangement and a new hope of 
payment. This instance is one 
of the most outstanding. 

In most cases somebody has 
to take a loss, and the creditor 
himself is often in quite ns dif¬ 
ficult a plight as the debtor, be¬ 
cause he still has to med his 
undertakings on the only basis 
of payment. 

Mr. Justice Ewing, chairman 
of the Board of Review, empha- 
isos constantly the necessity 
for a background of character 
. nd good faith. If an applicant 
shows industry and a determin- 
ination to meet obligations if lie 
can, that applicant in most in- 
tances finds creditors ready to 
co-operate in formulating poss 
ible proposals But if a farmer 
has shown a disposition to shirk 
obligations and disregard the 
iust requirements of creditors, 
he does not justify anv great 
faith in further promises.

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ANNUALPASTURES 

Shortage of pasture i s fre¬ 
quently a problem on ninny 
farms, especially following 
years of drought, and many 
farmers are anxious to seed a 
crop that will give them pas¬ 
ture at an early date. In such 
cases annual or winter annual 
crop *, such as fall rye fall wheat 
and oats give best re ults. Fol¬ 
lowing is part of a letter in 
which this subject was discus-' 
sed a year ago and which v ur 
writer ij taking the liberty of 
repeating at this time. 

At both the Lethbridge and 
Swift Current Stations these 
grains have been found quite 
satisfactory for both pasture 
and hay and they are the eas¬ 
iest to grow where moisture is 
limited. In fact, under dry 
land conditions these grains 
when used as fodder crops have 
yielded much heavier than grrss 
63 and legumes. Moreover no 
extr« equipment h needed to 
seed or harvest them an 1 the 
larger seeds can be sown deep 
enough to obtain ready germin¬ 
ation while tli} surface of the 
soil can be left lumpy to check 
drifting. Another advantage of 
fall wheat and fall rve is that 
these may be seeded any time 
in the early spring in the sum¬ 
mer or fall. 

Higher yields of better quality 
feed are obtained by using a 
mixture of at least two crops 
such as fall rye one-half bush 
el and oats one bushel per acre, 
Or fall wheat and oats. If av¬ 
ailable more grains may be used 
and following is a mixture rec¬ 
ommended by W. D. Hay, Cer- 
ealist at this station; fall rye 
15 pounds per acre, fall wheat 
15 pounds, oats 15 pounds, 
spring wheat 10 pounds and 
barley 10 pounds per acre. A 
mixture such as this adds plen¬ 
ty of variety and also has r de 
advantage of utilizing a wide 
assortment of seeds that may 
be available on the farm. On 
the other hand fewer grains 
will give very satisfactory re¬ 
sults though cither fall rye or 
fall wheat, or both, rhould 
make up the bulk of the mix¬ 
ture.. 

Barley comes up quickly but 
it makes little or no second 
growth after being once oaten 
off, spring wheat is a little bat¬ 
ter in this regard whereas fail 
rye, fall wheat and oats all keep 
on making new growth when 
pastured providing of course 
the .'oil decs not get too dry. 
Fall rve has long been highly 
regarded an 0 valuable annual 
pasture if seeded the vear be¬ 
fore and summer Mid fall pas 
lure when seeded in the spring. 
Fall wheat compares vtry well 
with fall rve and is om what 
i iorc palatable. 

Annual fodder crops are not 
to bo recommended in place of 
perennial him and pasture crops 
in rrers of more favorab'o rain¬ 
fall or where irrigation ir. avail¬ 
able, excepting in cfsps of cmer 
geno.v, bi t in Ibc drier areas on- 
i ual crops such a ; faU rye,fa! 
wheat and some <f t v c c arse 
r *rr.ins are undoubtedly the sur- 


|est crops and offer, it seems, th 
mo.,t dependable means of pro 
viding pasture and hay feeds.

MEASLES 


One of the most common of 
the really serious menaces to 
the lives and health of young 
children is measles, a disease 
which is considered by many 
parents to be nothing- more 
than an annoying incident in 
the life of a child. 

Measles j s the most readily 
spread of all the communicable 
diseases. It is the most diffic¬ 
ult to control of all became the 
patient may transmit the dis¬ 
ease to others .before the rash 
appears, at a time when meas 
os is not even suspected. 

The ordinary symptoms cf a 
:old in the head mark the onset 
of the disease. The only cafe 
way to deal with the child who 
has the symptoms of a cold is 
to put him to bed in a room by 
himself. This protects the child, 
for bed is the best place for 
him if he has a cold, or if a com¬ 
municable disease is coming on 
It also protects the other child 
ren to whom he might spread 
whatever he has if he is allow¬ 
ed to be up and around. 

) The younger the child, the 
more serious is measle?. It is 
during the second year of life 
that so many young children die 
from measles. It is for this rcas 
on that care should be tek n to 
protect children from expo tire 
during the first five years of 
life. 

It is almost impossible to es¬ 
cape measles entirely because 
the disease is so contagious. 
The parents who succeed in pr.~t 
ecting their children during the 
first five years of life have rc- 
complished a great deal. The 
parents who heedlessly or thou 
ghtlessly expose their young 
children to measles are taking 
a grave risk with the lives cf 
their little ones. 

The child with measles should 
be in?bed in a well -ventilated 
room. Most of the deaths from 
measles are due t 0 the complic 
ations, notably pneumonia, an i 
these complications very frequ¬ 
ently develop from negligence, 
particularly in allowing the lit¬ 
tle patient to get out of bed L> 
soon. 

When it is known that a you 
ng child or a delicate child has 
been exposed to measles, the 
family physician should be con 
suited. The injection of blood 
drawn from a person who has 
recently recovered from mer ¬ 
les will prevent or modify . h( 
attack. Because practically id! 
adults have had measles at 
some time blood from the por¬ 
tents may be used for this pur 
pose.
